A Book on the Eyes

filled. B ut it does apply to a new 
book Your b'ytt by Dr. Sidney A. 
Fox (published by A. A Knopf, 
Inc., New York). “ My patient# lit­ 
erally forced me to w rite this 
book,” says the author. “They 
were constantly asking me ques­ 
tions and w anting to know where 
to read up about their eyes. S u r­ 
prisingly I could find no tingle 
book to recommend which gave 
Himpl} and not too dryly w hat the 
laym an needs to know about his 
eye ight so I wrote my own.” 
He did a very good job. The book 
is a quite comprehensive, clearly 
staled account of every phase of 
the modern knowledge of the eye. 
The subject is well suited to be put 
between the covers of a single 
sm all 
book, 
because 
no 
other 
branch of medicine is quite as 
scientific, quite as capable of being 
presented plainly, positively and 
succinctly. 
The chapter titles give an idea 
of the topics covered. “ How We 
See,” “ Why We Do Not See W ell,” 
“Old Sight,” “ Eyeglasses,” “Our 
Colored W orld,” “ The Eye Mus­ 
cle? ,” “ Light by Man,” “The Eye 
in Traffic,” “ Hygiene and F irst 
Ahi,” “ The Young Eye,” ‘T h e 
Adult Eye.” 


Corneal Transplant 


I would not spoil the reader's 
pleasure by abstracting any of 
these. 
I was interested in reading one 
topic aliout which I have not been 
ihig to get much satisfactory and 
conservative inform ation, and this 
is the success of g raftin g corneas 
in opaque eyes. I have seen, as 
ver/one has, som ewhat ** n a ­ 
tional accounts and pictures in the 


current magazine press, but 
I 
haven't been able to contact any 
oculists who have perform ed tho 
operation or who even know about 
it authoritatively. 
On first thought it seems to vio* 
lute one of the fundam ental prin­ 
ciples of surgery which is—“No 
g raft except an au to g raft will 
live.” T hat is, you cannot make a 
skin g ra ft live unless tho skin is 
taken from another p art of trio 
body of the same person who needs 
the g raft. But then in reply to this 
the thought occurs th a t the cornea 
is alm ost a completely non-vascu- 
lur structure and may for th at 
reason not come w ithin the rule. 
Description of O peration 
Here is w hat Dr. I ox says about 
it 
“ We m ust say a few words 
about the corneal transplant. This 
is the operation by which a small 
window is cut in an opaque corn* a 
and replaced by a piece of clear 
cornea. In the past few years 
nothing about the eye, with tile 
possible exception of the contact 
lens, has received more publicity. 
And nothing has raise*! more false 
hopes.. . . It should be known th a t 
this operation is on the cornea 
only. It can be perform ed only in 
those caules where ’.he cornea, by 
reason of injury or disease, has 
lost its transparency or its regu­ 
larity, so th a t vision is im paired. 
It can be successful only in tho.ni* 
eyes th a t are healthy except for 
an unclear cornea. Obviously there 
is no earthly use in giving the eye 
a clear window if there is some­ 
thing else inside the eye tha* pre­ 
vents it from seeing. And even 
under the best circumstance-; the 
new corneal window may become 
opaque again. W hy, we do not 
know. 
“ The corneal transplant oper­ 
ation is an incalculably im portant 
advance in eye surg* ry. It is the 
result of many years of experi­ 
m entation and research. 
It has 
restored vision to many eyes that 
would otherw ise be blind. . . . The 
widespread notion th a t with this 
operation an entire diseased eye 
can be removed and a new one put 
in its place is wrong. . .

This cap­ 
tain had 900 chariots of iron, and 
for 20 years he mightily oppressed 
the children of Israel. 
Now Deborah was a prophetess 
and the v.afe of Lapidoth. Her hus­ 
band doesn’t **nter much into th* 
picture. It was Deborah who was 
the sarong one and the inspiration 
of her people. She dwelt, the story 
says. under a palm tree betw'een 
Ramah 
and 
Bethel 
in 
Mount 
Ephraim; ‘ and the children of 
Israel came up to her for judg- 
ment 
For years there were two 
trees in this vicinity, both named 
after Deborah, one an oak and the 
other a palm. 


Deborah Call* Barak 
Deborah ".^nt and called Barak, 
son of Abinoam, out of Kedesh- 
naphtali and said unto him. Hath 
not the Lord God of Israel com­ 
manded, saying. Go and draw 
toward mount Tabor, and Uke 
with thee ten thousand men. • . . 
And I will draw unto thee to the 
river Kishon S.sera, the captain 
of Jabin’s army, with his chariots 
and his mult.tude; and I will de­ 
liver him into thine hand." 
Deborah had no doubt that the 
Lord was on th* side of the Israel­ 
ites and that they would win the 
battle 
but Barak had not her 
faith and answered. “If thou wilt 
go with me. then I will go: but if 
thou w ilt not go with me, then I 
v ill not go, Deborah promised to 
go with him, but said the battle 
would not be for his (Baraka) 
honor, because “the Lord shall tell 


Sisera Into the hand of a wom­ 
an." 
There was one traitor in camp, 
■ man named Heber, the Kenite, 
who informed Sisera where Barak 
and his forces were. Sisera gath­ 
ered all his chariot#—900 chariot# 
of iron—and all his people to the 
river of Kirshon. 
"And Deborah said unto Barak, 
Up; for this is the day in which 
the Lord hath delivered Sisera 
Into thine hand: is not the Lord 
gone out before thee?” So Barak 
went dowrn with his men, and ut­ 
terly defeated Sisera and killed 
all hit men, From Josephus, and 
from Deborah’s song we learn 
that "the stars in their courses 
fought against Sisera. The river 
of Kishon swept them away.” A 
great storm came up and the river 
oxer do wed, 
bogging 
down 
the 
chariot* and no man 
escaped 
slaughter. 
Sisera Seeks Safety 
No man, that is, but Sisera, who 
on foot from his chariot and 
ran to the tent of Heber the Kenite, 
the traitor. Heber * wife, Jael, was 
in the tent, and Jael wa." no trai­ 
tor. She Invited him into the tent, 
gave him milk when he asked for 
water, and when he alept aoundly 
from exhaustion, she took a nail 
of the tent, a peg, and a hammer 
and, going softly to Sisera, she 
drove the nail through his temple 
and hammered it in, and so died 
Sisera. 
Jael is described as “a true 
child of the desert," in excuse for 
her deception and murder of her 
people a enemy. When Barak came 
to the tent, seeking Sisera, she 
showed him the body. 
So God subdued on that day 
Jabin the king of Canaan before 
the children of Israel ” 
The fifth chapter of Judges, 
which is part of our lesion, is the 
st ng of Deborah in praise of the 
Lord for avenging His people, and 
a recital of the events that took 
place during the battle, conclud­ 
ing with the triumphant cry: 
So let all Thine enemies perish. 
O Lord; 
"But let them that love Him be 
as the sun when he goeth forth 
in his might.”
